ker's Nomination is Pre- 
dicted on Second Ballot. 



CONSERVATIVE FORCES CONTROL. 



It is Thought They Will Select the 
Nomine*'! Banning Mate and 
Dominate the Platform. 

The Opposition Is Now Confessedly in 
the Minority and Seemingly Tee 
Urtorgsnlzed to Present ^ 
Fighting Front. 

BL L«uls, July 6. — On the eTe of the 
democratic national convention, in 
which tho struggle fur the nomination 
for prcsidt'nt has been a free contest, 
the iirosiKct is that Judge Alton B. 
Parker, of New Yorlc^ candidate of the 
consenratlTe forcei, will win handily, 
the radical field ooming*ln a poor sec- 
ond. 

Not only does it appear that, the con- 
trol of the nomination for first pla<<^ 
on the ticket will be in the hands of 
those democrats who were in the mi- 
nority in 1898 and In 1900, but that 
they will select the nominee's run- 
ning mate and dominate the platform 
on which the race will be made. 

Tn defiance of such handicaps as 
were created by the ambitious friends 
of Gorman, CTleveland, Gray, Olney, 
McClellan and favorite sons who had 
foilowlnRs that, divided the conserva- 
tive columns, this oI^nlPnt which ad- 
vanced the claims of (b nioi ratic re- 
habilitation struggled against the com- 
bined opposition of Bnran. represent- 
ing the ruling democratic force in the 
last two presidential contests and the 
perRonal cnrnpaiKn conducted by Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst. 

Parker Forces GMin Aeceeelone. 

•Throughout the w. ek the Parker 
forces received maitrial accessions, 
one candidate after another who 
threatened to sap the strength of the 
conservativee being eliminated, until 
the opposition is now confessedly in 
the minority and seemingly too unor- 
ganized to present a fighting front. 
The band wagon seats are in such de- 
mand that a nomination is confidently 
predicted on the second ballot and the 
surprise would be small if the first 
was decisive. 

Though the result of the contest for 
tile presidf iitial nomination seems to 
be a£ good as settled, that spirit which 
moTes factions to war against each 
other has not been so far removed that 
the convention will be lacking in en- 
thusiasm or interest. The chanced i)0- 
sltions of those who are in power now 
and those who controlled four and 
eight years ago is attracting wide at- 
teatlon from delegates and persons 
who are assembled as spectators.

Tammany Still Pursues Its Fight In

AVIIIiam J. Bryan was believed to he 
with Hearst before the contest opened 
here, and after Parker's strength wa« 
shown be suggested that the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation should put former 
Gov. Pattison in nomination, but that 
failing to find favor ho i)roi)osed Jud- 
son Harmcin. of Ohio. Tlie Ohio dele- 
gation, though loyal to Harmon, look- 
ed vpon the . plan with some suspicion 
•Dd this idea fell upon barren soil. 

Tammany pursued its fight in at- 
tempting to foster the favorite son 
campaign and Tuesday night were 
claiming 400 votes pledged against 
Parker. This number is more than 
the one>tliird which would present a 
nomination. The Parker forces dis- 
played no alarm at the report that 
votes were uniting in opposition to the 
Now York candidate. iMr. Bryan as- 
sumed that Mr. Parker had made no 
■obetantial gains and that the opposi- 
tion waa becoming better eryitalllsed. 

There are many prominent polltl- 
dasB participating In the convention 
who were compelled to submit to the 
will of Mr. Bryan in the last two eon- 
veotlons who are taking unaffected 
satiEfaction in the fact that to-day they 
are able to dictate terms. David B. 
Hill, of New York; Ben F. Cable and 
John P, Hopkins, of Illinois; former 
Senator Smith, of New Jeraey; Patrick 
A. Collins, of Massachusette ; Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia, and Bourke Cock- 
ran, of New York, are among these 
On the other hand, there are many per- 
soafl takiag minor parts in the pro- 
ceedings for BO other reason than that 
they, held too much power in 1896 and 
1900. Many of those who stood by 
Br>'an then are not with him now. 
Some have returned to the conserva- 
tives and others are watching in si- 
lence tho working oat of Um party 
program. 

Tbe making of the party platform 
will be one of tbe most interesting of 
the contests. It is certain that many 
persons disappointed, in their laability 



to exficlse their shar" of authority in 
ticket making will take up the plat- 
form discussion and advance ideas as 
widely diverging as those presented in 
the dozens of state convention plat- 
forms offered for the consideration of 
the national conventioii. The New 
York delegation is aitive in the plat- 
form question and the Bryan forces 
are equally alert. While it is unlikely 
any effort will be made to reaflirm the 
Kaoaas City and Chicago money 
planks, it is deemed Improbable that 
an attempt will be made to declare for 
the gold standard. Therefore both fac- 
tions have their ideas as to what the 
harmonising plank should be. 

But Little Platform Talk. 
Around tbe hotel lobbies there is 
little platform talk, yet the leaders 
have never ceased to give it their at- 
tention. But it is the spectacular that 
the masses like. The making of presi- 
dential candidates is their role, while 
platforms are left to the men of let- 
ters. Likewise the nomination for 
vice president has not been taken up 
seriously. It haa been talked in the 
lobbies but no expression has been re- 
ceived from the real leaders and until 
some Indication comes from that quar- 
ter the talk will not center for long on 
any possibility. It appears to make no 
difference to tho hotel lobby ticket- 
maker that many of the persons sug- 
gested have eliminated themselvea 
from discussion.

John R. McLean Selected ae National 
Cemfnlttoaman. 

St. I.,ouis, July 6. — At a caucus last- 
ing several hours, the Ohio delegation 
Tuesday night adopted- a resolution de- 
claring the delegates should vote their 
voluntary preferences for candidates 
for president. A majority expresse 1 
themselves for Judge Parker, and 
since Ohio is under the unit rule this 
action is believed to presage tbe ac- 
tion of the delegation In the conven- 
tion. It was agreed, however, that the 
action of Tuesday night's meeting 
should not be binding. It is under- 
stood Judson Harmon's name was 
withdrawn at his request, telegraphed 
to a close friend on tbe delegation. 

John R. McLean was elected nation- 
al committeeman, Tom Johnson alone 
opposing the motion that the ebcfiou 
be made unanimous. W. D. Yaplo 
was elected member of the credentials 
committee and John A. McMahon was 
elected over Tom Johnson as member 
of the resolntlons committee. 

Considerable feeling was manifested 
in the delegation at the action of the 
Parker men in withdrawing the name 
of Judson Harmon. It was claimed 
that earlier In the day 40 out of 46 of 
the delegates had been pledged to 
vote for Harmon for the presidency, 
and Hearst and McClellan men and 
all tbe factions opposed to Parlier 
were urged to concentrate on Ohio's 
favorite son. 



THE POPULIST CONVENTION. 



Thos. W. E. Watson For President and 
Thos. H. Tibbies For Vice President. 

Springfield, 111.. July 6. — Thomas W. 
E. Watson, of Georgia, for president 
and Thomas If. Tilililes, of Nebraska, 
for vice presidt nt was the ticket nomi- 
nated by acclamation Tuesday by the 
populist national convention. The 
names of William V. Allen, of Nebras- 
ka, and of Samuel W. Williams, of In- 
diana, were placed before the conven- 
tion for president, but before the list 
of states had been completed in the 
roll call their names were withdrawn, 
and Watson was nominated by accla- 
mation. 

Former Senator Allen made cccd 
his word that he would not enter into 
any scramble for the nomination, and 
while the nominations were making be 
twice instructed the chairman ef the 
Nebraska delegation to say that his 
name must not go befbre the conven- 
tion. But, In tho face of this, Allen 
received more than 400 votts, and 
many believe he would have been 
nominated had he given his consent to 
be a candidate. 

Williams, of Indiana, who worked 
harder for the nomination, and who 
made more claims than any one else, 
made a poor showing, and, when his 
own state was called, 11 of the 24 del- 
egates refused to eupport him, voting 
for Allen. He soon withdrew in favor 
of Watson and moved to make tbe 
nomination of Watson unanimous. 

There were five nominations for vice 
president, Thomas H. Tibbies, Nebras- 
ka; Theo. B. Rynder, Pennsylvania; R. 
L. Wenaen Colorado; George F. Wash- 
bum, Maaaadiueetta, and Samuel W. 
Williams, Indiana. The two latter de- 
clined and Tibbies received nearly all 
the votes on the first ballot asd was 
nominated by acclamation. 

A. J. Mallett, of Texas, was chosen 
permanent chairman. The committee 
on credentials wrangled many hours 
on the question as to whether one 
man should be permitted to ciist the 
voto of an entire state, when a state 
had only one delegate in tbe conven- 
tion, and being unable to agree, It was 
referred to the convention where it 
was wrgitled. with until past the nQos

Those Rescued Had Eked Out An E» 
istence on Two Biscuits a Day, 
With Scarcely Any Freeh 
Water in Their Beat 

Aberdeen, Scotland, July 6.— Anoth- 
er boat containing 17 suryivors of the 
Danish steamer Norge, which founder- 
ed off Rockall reef, 290 miles from the 

Scottish mainland on June 28, were 

landed at Aberdeen, Scotland. Tuee- 
day night by the steam trawler Largo 
Bay. 

Six hundred and twenty-seven per- 
sons are still missing. 

Tbe contintreiit now bf^ing cared for 
at Abenki n lonsists of 1^ passengers, 
the third niat'^ of ilii- .\orit;e, the qua''- 
termaster, a steward, a lamp trimmer 
and one of the crew. 

They drifted at the mercy of the At- 
lantic for six days. When both water 
and fitful w re pone and when the oc- 
cupants \v<re almost too exhausted 
even to hope, the trawler hove in 
sight. This was on July 4 when the 
boat was about 30 miles off St. Kilda. 

Those rescued had eked out an ex- 
istence on two biscuits a day. '\^lien 
they startrd from the Norge tb< re \va<i 
only one small c a.-^ii of fresh wai. r in 
the boat l;. ff>re the Largo Hay f-'l 
in with them this and the biscuits had 
been finished and the pangs of hun- 
ger had set in. They weathered a gale 
and continued as beet they might, 
striving to reach the coast of Scotland 
against the heavy seas. From strips 
of lifeboats they constructed a crude 
sail. The men had scarcely enough 
strength to hold the oars. When the 
survivors were dragged on board the 
trader the fishermen were obliged for- 
cibly to prevent them from eating and 
drinking too much. 

Many of those rescued have s. vere 
wounds sustained in Jumping from the 
decks of the sinking ship. The legs 
and arms of others are swoll. n from 
exiiosure and from the salt water. 

On their arrival at Aberdeen the 
survivors were takm to th*- sailors' 
home. The third mate says t.iat three 
other boats started with that rescued 
by the Mrgo Bay. One of those con- 
tained "2 \r rsons. Including.' s- v^rai 
women and children. Anoilu: boat 
had li"* men with the second ma'e in 
charge. The third boat bad ten men 
on board. The survivors jjarted com- 
pany with the three boats on July
